other countries, upon the European mar- 
ket. He contended that if the reduction of 
our freights from the west to the cast, from 
Winnipeg to Montreal, was as great within 
the next five years as it had beon for the 
last five years, the American market would 
be vory little to us. He concluded by re- 
marking that the intense interest which the 
Opposition now took in their welfare was

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The Committée on School Management 
reported, recommonding that owing to the 
continued illness of Miss Northcott, the 
teacher of No. 4 Division in Central School, 
two months leave of absence be granted 
her, and that Miss Ida Jack fill the vacan- 
cy until her return, at the rate of $200 per 
annum ; also that the Committeo had held 
one meeting in the matter of school pun- 
ishment, and asked further time to report. 

Mr. Johnston, Public School Inspector, 
also presented his report, showing the 
number of pupils registered since the be- 
ginning of tho year to be 1,897. “Those 
registered during the month were 1,281, an 
increase of 48 over last month; average at- 
tendance, 1070; days lost by irregular at- 
tendance 8,954, an increase of 947 over last 
month, He also showed the percentage of 
average attendance in each school, and 
commented on the necessity of the Board 
looking into the matter of irregular attend- 
ance, 

On motion the Board went into Commit- 
toe of the whole on the report of the Com- 
mittee on School Managoment, Mr. Pock 
in the chair. We ART 

Tho report of the Committeo was ‘ndopt: 
od, and so reported. : 

Mr. Macoun moved, seconded by Mr 
Newbery, that .the report of the High 
School Inspector be referred to the Com- 
mittee on School Management. 

On this motion a good deal of discussion 

took place, several of the members being of 
the opinion there was not enough attention 
paid to classics in the schools. 
Mr, John Macoun said in his connection 
of 18 years with the public schools of Belle- 
ville, they had not been untramelled, but 
all the more advanced pupils were absorb- 
ed into the High School. He said the day 
was not far distant when the pupils of the 
public schools would have to get ‘a higher 
education than they now do without being 
sent to the High School. 

Mr. Johnson said one great reason why 
there were not higher branches taught in 
our schools was because of the presence of 
Albert University in our midst. Any 


* young men or women who were preparing 


for a University education chose Albert 
College as the place to attend. 

Mr. Wensley said it was understood long 
since that a fifth class was to be establish- 
ed in our schools, but this had never been 
done yet, and he would like to know why 
it had not been. 

Mr. Johnson said one reason why it was 
not, was because the material was not in 
the public schools to form a fifth class. 

Inspector Johnston, in reply to a ques- 
tion, said at the last oxamination there 
were more pupils passed into the High 
School than for many years. 

Mr. Johnson thought that 2 complete 
answer to the question propounded. It 
showed that a good work was being done 
in the public schools. 

Mr. John Macoun said it was far easier 
to condemn than correct, and he would like 
the gentlemon finding fault to suggost 
remedy. 

Inspector Johnston said he was‘at present 
making an examination of all the schools, 
and when he got through he would present 
such a report as would be acceptable to the

RIGHDS OF 


«This is a freo country, and have I not a 


right to smoke if I want to?” 


Yos, Mr. Smokor, thisis a free country , 
and other people havo rights as wellas you, 


and so you have not a right to annoy others 


unnecessarily. vo & 
smoke, according to your dofinition. 


Woe do not believe you have « right to 


smoke, for we bolieve that it is wrong to 


smoke, and no man has d 
“Do thyself no harm,’ 18 an important 
paeoeee in moral science, and no man can 


habitually imbibe the poisonous fumes of 


tobacco without harm. Therefore, if we 

observe the moral law we have not a right 

to smoke. 

But wo know you will smoke; so, assum- 
ing that, wo wish kindly to pointout fo vou 

~~ rndhhyermtyitio right to smoke in your 
own home or any home where there are 
women and children. 

The lady of tha havens hy .Bener- 
ously inform you that the smoke ismof dis- 
agreeable to her but that does not make it 
right for you to smoke in her pr 
Tobacco contains an active poison,and there 
are particles of this poison float: off in the 
smokeyto be breathed by the inmates of 
the home, 2 a 
_ You will agree with me that it would not 
pe tight for you to bring arsenic in the 

ouse, and allow women and children to be 

poisoned by the fumes. The same prin- 
ciples apply to the poison of tobacco, We 
have seen cases reported by physicians, 
where delicate children have died from the 
tobacco poison floating in the air of the 
home. 

Tf you will poison yourself, you haye no 
right to poison the air for others. 

Besides this, if your boys suryiye the 
poisoning when they are babes, and grow 
up, they will become so saturated with - to- 
bacco that they will be likely to grow up 
smokers. You have no right thus to pre- 
petuate a bad habit. 

On the same principle you have no right 
to smoke in stores or public offices, or any 
other room into which women and children 
are likely tocome. Neither haye you a 
right to saturate your breath or your gar- 
ments with tobacéo Sinokey/and thén go) to: 
your home orintoa public assembly. If 
you must smoke, you should change your 
garments and sweeten your breath before 
yon go into society. q I 

Men recognize this principle on the cars, 
and smoke in the smoking-car. Why not 
always regard it,in society 2 j 

But you say, if I cannot smoke in the 
house you will not allow me the right. of 
‘sthoking on the street. “Yos, if you will Zo 
into a street where no one else will go. 
But aE smnoke on the street corners, or 
walk along the sidewalk puffing your cigar, 
there are hundreds of others whose busi- 
ness requirs them to walk there tdo. Some 
of these are nauseated with tobacco, and 
others will inhale the poisonous smoke and 
be injured by it. 

Besides this, the effect of loading the air 
witlismO6ké and yourself sétting the example 
(which in the home would tend to make 
your own boys smokers,on:the streets will 
make your neighbors’ boys smokers. We 
would say, then, that, consistantly with the 
rights of others, you have no right to smoke 
on the public streets. 

But do you ask, Where shall I smoke? We 
answer if you will smoko, go into the fields 
by yourself, or else have a room into which 
none but smokers will have occasion to go; 
have it in the attic, if possible, so that the 
poison may be dissipated, and not injure 
others. Have a cap and coat to put on while 
smoking, 80 as not to saturate the clothes 
which you wear in the company of others. 
In this way you can “enjoy” your pipe,and 
not infringe upon the rights of others. 

Smokers have rights which we are glad 
to respect, and others have a rights to walk 
the streets, or enter stores or public places, 
or to sit down in our homes, without hay- 
ing the air poisoned by tobacco.—The In- 
former.

Vienna, April 12.—Austria, in reply to 
the question, if Russia insisted on enforcing 
the treaty of San Stefano, what would hap- 
pen, said she wonld not protect Eu- 
ropean interests single handed, but would 
protect her own interests most efficiently. 

Lonpon, April 12.—A special states there 
is active competition between Russia and 
England chartering steamers at German 
ports. Two steamers chartered by Russia 
left Hamburg with sealed orders. 

New York, April 12.—The Herald's St 
Petersburg special reports Russia has en- 
tered into direct communication with the 
English and Austrian Governments to ob- 
taina common basis of agreement. It 
has obtained the assent of the German and 
Austrian Cabinets to the main points o 
Gortschakoff's reply. It has been estab- 
lished$between the three Governments that 
the way shall be made easy for the English 
Cabinet, so that it may feel justified in ac- 
cepting the Congress and receding gradual- 
ly from the more extreme demands. 

Lonpon, April 12.—A ,Vienna despatch 
says the new Free Press declares that Aus- 
tria cannot accept the Treaty of San Ste- 
fano, which, it says, would be equivalent to 
abdicating Austria’s rights. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says the 
warlike feeling still prevails in the city. 

The tone of comments on the political 
crisis is much more hopeful from all diree- 
tions than yesterday. The whole basis for 
this charge seems to be the conviction that 
Russia is preparing to accept Germany's 
help to get out out of the present dead-lock, 
by such concessions as will secure a meet- 
ing of Congress. 

Gortschakoff’s reply to Salisbury's cir- 
cular, and the circular to which it was an- 
nexed, were only published in St. Peters- 
burg on Thursday, which strengthens the 
belief that the former was telegraphed 
hither on Tuesday night for special pur- 
poses. 

At Vienna, Gortschakoff's reply created 
the impression of Russia’s willingness to 
find an acceptable method for reopening 
negotiations. This is believed to be due to 
the altered tone of comments of the Ger- 
tian, French and Italian press concerning 
the treaty, which points to the probability 
of Russia instead of England being isolated 
in case of a rupture. 

German Semi-official newspapers yester- 
day were not sanguino that either London 
or St. Petersburg will make concessions 
necessary to secure an agreement, but the 
German Government continues to endeavor 
to bring about an agreement. 

It is now announced that Gortschakoff 
meant that the stipulation for the passage 
of the Russians through Roumania, not the 
question of the cession ot Bessarabia, could 
not be submitted to the Cc 38.

THE QUEBEC AFFAIR. 


On Thursday, when the House was 
moved into Committee of Supply, Sir John 
Macdonald introduced the Quebee affair by 
moying the following, which was seconded

“ Resolved—That the recent distnissal by 
the Lieutenant-Goyernor of the Province of 
Quebec of his Ministry was, under the cir- 
cumstances, unwise and subversive of the 
position accorded to the advisor of the 
Crown since the concession of the principle 
of Responsible Government to the British 
North American Colonies.”” ; 

As we intimated in a former issue, this 
action by Sir John is in accord with what 
he tried todo in the Anglin matter. By 
making his motion as an amendment to 
foing into Committee of Supply, Sir John 
know that he would cut off all opportunity 
for the introduction of any motion in 
amendment to his own. Hence, the House 
must either accept his view of the constitu- 
tionality of Lt.-Goy. St. Just’s conduct, or 
vote it down, without having the alterna. 

vo of substituting a declaration oxprossing

The long speech made by Sir John in 
support of his motion was remarkable for 
one thing, only—the physical ability of the 
speaker, considering his age and alleged in- 
firmr‘tics.

Dr. Carnochan certi- 
fied that doath was caused by poricarditis, 
inflammation of the membranes around 
the heart, pnoumonia, bronchitis, and, 
chronic disease of the kidneys.

REMINISCENCES OF LINCOLN. 


* Lincoln spoke in the grove in 
the Court House Square, Dixon (Lllinois). 
I think you and I sat together and made 
a little fun of his excessively homely ap- 
earance. He wasdressed in an awkward- 
ly fitting linen suit, evidently bought ready 
made at a country store, and intended for a 
man at least five inches less in stature than 
he was, the vest and trousers not meeting 
by at least an inch and a half, and the last 
named garment being short at the feet. 
Lincoln made on that occasion his second | 
speech on a Republican or Free-soil plat- 
form. No other speech I have ever heard 
made such an impression on my mind; and 
no other; that IT have ever seen or met 
before or since has stamped soindellibly in 
my meniorywhis likeness—his dress, . the 
lines and features of his countenance—as ( 
did Lincoln at thattime. In answer to one 
of the arguments made by the Democratic 
speaker who had addressed the Dixon peo- 
ple the day before, Lincoln illustrated his 
point by telling a story which I haye never 
seen in print. Perhaps you may recollect 
it. Itran as follows: 
neni gentleman in Tennessee was 
once travelling a country road, mounted on 
a fine black racing horse of great value. 
His casual companion Was a shrewd old 
fellow who was known in those parts as a 
Yankee, and rode a rack.o’-bones of a horse 
Pypasanly hardly able to stand on his fect. 
e Yankee bantered the Southener for a 
horse trade, which of course the Southener 
indignently declined, The Yankee, how- 
ever, insisted that his was a very remark- 
able horse, of what is known as the getter 
breed, \..ch sets for big game as a dog 
sets for cna! game, and that as animals of 
this breeu are very scarce, his horse was 
pees gly, vwuable, The Yankee soon 
wad an opportunity to demonstrate é 
troth of his statement, as his horse had a 
peculiarity of dropping on all-fours when 
touched in a certain spot by the spur or 
heel of the rider, Tho Yankeo Keeing a 
deor on a knoll not far away, touched his 
raw bones in the tender spot, and, sure 
enough, down hie went on all fours, assur- 
ing the Southoner that there was game 
ahead.

The Porte’s Intentions, 


A GerMAN OPINION. 


A Constantinople telegram says :—The 
Porte has baen removing valuables, arms, 
and munitions hence to Scutari, and con- 
sidering the transfer of the Government to 
Scutari to avoid being forced into an alli- 
ance by one of the belligerents occupying 
Constantinople in the event of war... The 
Turkish Commanders have been ordered to 
resist any attempt to occupy Constantino- 
ple.. Achmet Pasha has been appointed 
commander of the fleet in place of Hobart 
Pasha. who will take a furlough. 

‘A Vienna correspondent says:—The 
work on the Turkish defences has again 
been stopped in consequence of a Russian 
Remonstrance. 

The opinion at Berlin continues sceptical 
about We success OF the negotiations. ‘The 
Norddeutsché Zeitung says:—“A joint ap- 
peal by England’and Russia‘for the offices of 
Germany could haye a meaning only if the 
parties were willing to make such concess- 
ions as would put out of the question the 
possibility of either party challenging the 
other.” This seems ‘to indicate that no 
agreement has yet been reached, and that 
Germany is doubtful about'the sincerity of 
the desire for an understanding on one side 
or other. ay 

A Berlin special to Rome says:—It is 
rumored that Bismarck believes a Congress 
possible, provided the Powers consent to 
the retrocession of Bassarabia, the exten- 
sion of Russia-Asia as far as Erzeroum, and 
a pecuniary indemnity to Russia. If this 
basis is accepted Germany would undertake 
energetically to use her influence to pur- 
suade Russia to give the Congress full power 
to modify the other territorial shangos pro- 
posed by the treaty of San Stefano. 

Lonpon, April 15.—The state of affairs 
with reference to the Erstern Question re- 
mains substantially unchaned. There isa 
strong feeling in both countries that war is 
inevitable, At-St. Petersburg the, belief is 
stated to prevail that England's Wwillingnes 
to continue negotiations is rather for the 
purpose of isolating Russia than arriy- 
ing at in understanding. Some influ- 
ential persons believe England will 
not goto war alone, hence the earnest 
efforts to continue to satisfy Austria Some 
moderates are consuring Russian, generals,

The active work of this year's oat eee 
to being over a large extent of country,and 
it may be well to consider a few plain ae 
practical statements, and their bearing. 
Labor is tho only source of wealth. Laber 
creates nothing; it only adds to already ox- 
isting mattter that quality of usefulness by 
which it is made to increase the general 
wealth. Wealth is siinply the accumulation 

of the products of nature, and of our own 
industry—stored up for future use. Labor 

18 fet in operation by energy, and is guided 
by intelligence. An energetic man is in- 
dustrious, and is tenacious of purpose. It 

{s intelligence which enables us to make 
the mont of our resonrces and to apply our 
labor most. effectively. Unless energy is 
controled by intelligence, physical or bodily 
Inbor is wasted uselessly. Mental labor 
yt inventé, arranges, and directs bodily 

abor, and makes it produotive in proportion 

to the accuracy of the Yeasoning which in- 
cites it. The bodily labor of one. man, or 
that of thousands _ of men, may be set in 
operation or guided bp the, mental labor of 
one man. Mental labor is therefore more 
effective and more valuable than bodily 
labor, and its value is to be measured by 
the value it adds to bodily labor, The men- 
tal labor which invents a Plow, 4 mowing 
machine or produces a book, may be of im- 
mensé benefit to a whole comntry, or even 
to the whole world, for it may serve to in- 
crease man¥ times the results of the 1 bor 
or intelligence of the man who uses a plow, 
or a harvester in the best manner, or who 
reads the book to the most profit, becomes 
worth to him many times more than his 
muscular force, because these may cnable 
him to do many days’ Iabor in one without 
physical weariness, and so add to his actual 
wealth and his comfort. Thus itis seen 
tliat the mind and the hand must unite to- 
gether, to make the labor of each éffective; 
| and that the mind may enable the hand 
to very greatly increase its usefulness. 
Work on the farm deals with things that are 
hidden to the sight and need to be clearly 
understood; and there is no other physical 
labor performed in the world that needs 
more to be gnided by the labor of the mind 
than.the cultivation of the soil, the rearing 
of stock, and the conversion of field pro- 
duets into finished articles for sale, such, for 
instance, as meat, butter; cheese, milk, ete. 
The result of all this is, that a farmer should 
be a studions, thonghtful man, as well as 
an energetic industrious worker. He must 
also learn to’ stick to one thing; to persist 
in his chosen’ course ; to be patient and per- 
severing, and to strive to make his labor 
skilful and effectiye. With these qualities, 
there is no man surer of a Set for his 
labor, nor of better pay for the best quality 
of work.

Reports of an Austria-Russian agreement, 
under pressure from Bismarck, are denied 
by Andrassy’s friends, who declare Bis- 
marck’s attitude has been one of entire 
neutrality, he well understanding that Aus- 
tria urged the minimum, not maximum, of 
her objections against the treaty, and that 
the margin for mediation is exceedingly 


narrow. 
Allreports about Russia haying sent a re- 


ply to Austria’s obiections are contradicted. 
In other circles in Vienna it is stated that 
the Emperor and military party are strong- 
er than Andressy, and will not support his 
anti-Russian policy, Among large classes of 
Austrians it is ,believed that Austria has 
nothing to gain by either peace or war, be- 
cauee Hungary would resist the annexation 
to the Slav Countries, but that action will 
be forced on the monarchy if the Russians 
attempt to disarm or occupy Roumania, 

Pro-Russianadvices from Constantinople 
show the situation is strained to the utmost. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas is much depress- 
ed, and the impression prevails that affairs 
are surely drifting to a war. ; | 

Lonbon, April 16.—The Globe last even- 
ing says: “Our Cronstadt correspondent 
writes that a scheme of fitting out priva- 
teers in America is making rapid progress. 
A large number of seamen, belonging to 
the Baltic fleet, are in readiness to proceed 
to the United States.” 

It is rumored that Grand Duke Alexis 
will be appointed Admiral of the privateer 
squadron, and that during his recent visit 
to New York progress was thoroughly can- 
vassed. 

Constantinorie, April 16.—A despatch 
announces that the Grand Duke Nicholas 
goes to St. Petersburg. Gen. Todleben 
takes command of the army of San Ste- 
fano. The change is considered concilia- 
tory, and likely to have beneficial results. 


Lonpon April 16.—In the Commons this 
afternoon, Northcote said the situation was 
an anxious one, but nothing had occurred 
to aggravate it, or diminish the hope of a 
satisfactory arrangement. Nothing justi- 
fied the assertion that England would be 
isolated. 

A circular expected from Turkey to the 
Powers will show a good prospect of ar- 
rangement in ‘Thessaly and Epirus, 
through the good offices of England.

Watch the udder closely and on the first 
appearance of Heat and hardness bathe it 
with cold water to reduce the inflammation, 

and insert a silver milking tube into each 
teat to draw off the milk as it may. be se- 
creted. In case garget has occurred pre- 
viously give 20 grains of Iodide of potassi- 
um ina drink of water and rub the udder 
with a mixture of 7 drams of glycerine and 
1 dram of iodide ot potassium. It is well 
to let the calf suck the cow if there is any 
trouble with the udder. 

Caloes.—By raising the heifers of our best 

cows, tho stock will bo improved. Every 
farmer should aim to keep only the best. 
A cow yielding only eight quarts of milk a 
day does not pay for the feed, and should 
be replaced with a better one. We must 
look upon our live-stock as machines, kept 
ror a purpose, and discard unprofitable ani- 
mals. 

Sheep —As the—days become warmer, 
ticks will increase, and sheep will appear 
restless under their blankets. Give them 
shade on the cool side of a building, or put 
upa temporary shed in the field, where 
they may escape the -hot sun of noonday.

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The Conservatives clamor for a “Nation- 
al Policy,” and profess to stand on a very 
broad and comprehensive platform. They 
would legislate for the whole country and 
not in the interests of a section or class. 
This they profess, but practice the vory re- 
vorse. Mr. Boldac moyed to abolish the 
excise duty on Canadian tobacco, and Sir 
John voted for it, ‘The motion was purely 
soctional in design, and intended for cer- 
tain counties mm the Province of Quebeo, 
where the habitans raise their own tobacco. 

Sir John saw that there was a chanco for 
him to make a little capital, even at the 
expenso of his professions, 50 ho voted for 
Mr. Boldac’s motion, Mr. Cartwright 
pointed out that, to tako off the excise duty 
on tobacco at the present time” would di- 
minish the revenne from that source to 
such an extent that the taxation would 
have to be made up on some other article. 
This is a fact the electors should remember, 
Few, we think, will object to have such a 
luxury as tobacco taxed in preference to 
other and more necessary articles of im- 
portation. Mr. Patterson also showed that 
if Mr. Boldac’s motion should pass it would 
give the Quebec habitans cheap tobacco at 
the expense of the smokers of good tobaceo 
in Ontario. This is another fact the elec- 
tors should not lose sight of at the present 
time. The “weed,,’ as grown in Quebec, is 
coarse, strong stuff, nearly allied in appear- 
ance and taste to old wilted cabbage, so it 
is said. Itis not consumed in-Ontario at 
all, and nobody who can afford even pass- 
able tobacco will smoke or chew it, 


RETALIATION AND RETALIATION. 


The so-called “National Policy” of the 
Conservative party of Canada, as pro- 
mulgated by Sir John Macdonald and 
his accredited organs,stipulates,as a special 
feature, that our tariff should be made re- 
taliatory, so far as ‘trade with the , United 
States is concerned. This means, briefly 
stated, that an increase of 10, 15, 20, 80, 
40 and even 50 per cent.is to bé made on 
imported duties in order that they. may 
coirespondent with corresponding charges 
made by the Government of the United 
States. Such a policy, if adopted, would 
simply add as much to the cost of living in 
Canada without any benefit being derived, 
except by a fow manufacturers. But the 
result of Sir Johns’s policy would not stop 
there. Fernando Wood’s new Tariff Bill, ( 
now before the United States Congress,has 
a clause which is of more than ordinary 
interest to Canadians. This clause enacts 
that, in the case of a retaliatory or discrim: 
inating tariff on the part of any nation 
trading with the United States, an addi- 

* tional 10 per cent. is to be added to the 
American tariff.For instance where we now 
have a duty of 80 per cent.levied on goods go- 
ing into the United States from Canada,40 per 
cent. would be charged, if a retaliatory tar- 
iff were adopted by our Government, The 
interested public can see by this projected 
legislation in the neighboring republic how 
important are the blessings Sir John's 
“National Policy'’ would confer upon 
seven-tenths of the consumers of Canada.

‘ENGLAND'S ABILITY TO FIGHT.” 


We referred the other day tothe fair and 
courteous terms in which Ambrican “news- 
papers now-a-days ordinarily refer to Eng- 
land and English interests. An illustration 
is to hand in and able end suggestive article 
under the above caption in a recont number 
of tho Springfield Republicanono, of the 
most influential newspapers in tho United 
States. Says our contemporary: 

“To be sure the English. standing army 
is hardly more than a corporal’a guard 
compared with that of ‘any of the first- 
¢lass continental powers, and, with all the 
reserves and yolunteors added, it would 
still be out-numbered by the hordes of ebn- 
scripts’ which’ the -vast Russian. empire 
could pour forth. ° But it is not numbers 
alone thatcan tell, and England vaynts 
herself. upon tho superior quality, and 
equipment of the men she could send ‘into 
the field; but most of all, her reliance is 
placed in the kingdom's unlimited material 
resources and credit. England can borrow 
untold millions at about 8 per cent., while 
Russia must pay over 6, and the Lord is 
quite as much on the side of the long purse» 
in modern warfare as that of the heavy 
artillery.” 

The Republican points out that it has 
been somewhat the fashion of late among 
first-class European powers toyregard Eng 
land as of steadily lessening military con- 
sequence—as an old and toothless lion, too 
studious of its comfort and general wel- 
fare to be readily provoked into combat, or 
of comparatively’ small account if, by 
chance, it should roar and enter the lists. 
And the country’s persistent neutrality 
during all the turbulent vicissitudes of 
European mapmaking for a generation 
back has lent some color to this belief ; yet, 
after all, those years in which the nation 
has lain fallow, are but another element of 
its strength. Says our contemporary on 
this point : ‘‘While other nations have kept 
their populations repressed by war, the 
people of Great Britain have been yearly 
growing in numbers, and this increase, of 
course, means a correspouding capacity to 
produce armies.” 

The writer proceeds to discuss the rela- 
tive advantages each country, wouldderive 
from the vast subsidiary territory they pos- 
segs. Whis 1s how 1t strikes tho Springfield 
Republican: 

“These outlaying depondencies are per 
haps more apt to be a weakness in Russia’s 
case than that of England. The colonies 
and conquered possessions of the latter have 
been the source of great wealth and strength 
and can even be depended upon in an 
emergency for armed assistance; on the 
contrary, Russia’s immenee Asian accessions 
are bnt a burden, and likely to be porenni- 
ally troublesome for years to come. In 
this connection it is quite the habit to 
look upon Russia as the boss land-grabber 
among the nations, and to reproach her 
with undue territorial covetousness. A 
cursory review of the facts, however, will 
show that leonine England has far exceeded 
her ursine rival as a national land-grabber. 
Withina century she has grasped 2,650,000 
square miles, inhabited by 250,000,000 
people, while Russia has acquired in the 
same period only 2,642,000 comparatively 
sterile miles, with a population of but 17- 
000,000. Then in addition, there are such 
vast countries as Australia, which the for- 
mer has attached to herself by peacful 
colonoization, and for which the latter can 


furnish no parallel.” 

Our contemporary points out that for 
any sudden military aggression England 
would be apt to make but a poor showing 
as against the immense armies of the con- 
tenental, powers, Timo, however, would 
right this, and the longor the struggle lasts 
ed the more prominently would the fight- 
ing qualities of the British armies 
out. A war now would bring a fine class 
of men into the field, As the Republican 
puts it, the present stagnation of business

DR. MARY WALKER DYING. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THIS. CURIOUS WoMAN’S 


CURIOUS HISTORY, 


(From the Washington Post, April 9.) 


A fice almost as pallid as the white! 
pillow which it pressed looked up from Dr. 
Mary Walker's bed in the Providence Hospi- 
tal yesterday, and a faint, weary voice 
responded to the enquiry of a Post reporter 
asto the condidion of her health. It 
needed but a glance at the almost trans- 
sparent hand that stretched its emaciated 
fingers to greet him,’and at the ghastly pale 
face whose bloodless lips were too weak to 
smilé, to warrant the conclusion that the 
little doctor was néar tlie” end of her, trials 
and troubles—near the ‘ Great White 
Throne’ which many, probably less honest 
and tired than she, have enjoyed “after 
life's fitful fever.” 

“What's the matter, Doctor,pneumonia?” 
asked the reporter. ‘ 

** No, tobacco,’" was the faint reply, 

** What do-the doctors say about you?” 

“Tobacco, They say nothing, do noth- 
ing, breathe nothing but tobacco. I have 
so long had to breathe tobacco smoke and 
tobacco oder wherever I have been that my | 
lungs are filled with tuber cules, tobacco 
planted and tobacco poisoned. ~ Then I 
got a cold and I fell weak.” ‘The weary 
voice and the anxious look on the face told 
plainly how weak’ “But I'll get over it, 
J think, I raiseso much asa pint a day,an 
it weakens me. My mammoth lungs can 
stand it.” 

A fit of coughing here seized her, ‘the 
cough of pneumonia, and at it 8 conclusion 
sho sank back exhausted on the pillow. 

“Don't go,” she feebly said, as the re- 
porter, seeing that talking distressed her, 
rose to leave “don't go, I feel better when 
somebody is around me. It is lonesome 
here, nothwithstanding the tender kind- 

/ness'of the | Sisters) Lhey could: not be 
kinder if they were sisters by blood. But 
alone with my thoughts, feeling how much 
iny Patients need me andimissme, and I 
lave’ so Thich fo do yet for humanity 
and am.so weak, that I feel better when 
any one is with me, And then you don’t 
use tobacco.’” 

The reporter Liystily put his hand into 
his pocket, where a couple of pipes and a 
plug of tobacco.reposed, and he felt guilty. 
Changing the subject, he asked : 

‘* Where were you born, doctor?” 

“Don't ask me such foolish questions 
when nothing is to be gained by it. [ was 
born and am here,and [don’t know whether 
I'll get out. That's all.” And another fit 
of coughing told the reporter it was kind- 
ness to leave her. At the parlor door he 
met one of the ‘Sisters, who told him the 
doctor was somewhat easier ‘than when 
brought to the hospital, but was still a very 
sick woman, 

“ Poor thing,” said the Sister, “she has 
evidently suffered, and where she has had 
no opportunities to get better. She came 


here on a permit from the Surgeon-General, 
which only entitled her to a bed in the 
free ward, but we put her into a private 
room and try to make her comfortablé. 
She has had a great many visitors to day, 
and seems better than when she came. 
Yet she is still very sick, and patients con- 
valescing from pneumonia are very liable 
to relapse, and death will ensue if they are 
not unusually careful.’’ . 

It is very probable that this notable wo- 
man is rapidly drawing near her end, and, 
unless ‘all medical predictions prove false, 
she will in a few days be where unkind say- 
ings and thoughtless pen thrusts will have 
no power to give her pain. 

Tho subject of this sketch has acquired 
almost a national reputation, and yet the 
circumstances connected with her checker- 
ed career are known to comparatively few 
persons. Dr. Mary, Walkerwas bornabout 
the year 1880, at Oswego, N. ¥. Her par- 
ents were the best of people, who looked 
upon theim daughternot as a wayward, but 
as dpeculiar gil.)

Split open 
fate a dozen crackers,and toast them with- 
out buxning, and lay these into the soup 
a moment, then dish up altogether in a 
large tureen and scatter: over the top a fow 
sprigs of parsely cnt fine. There must be 
soup enough to use soup plates and spoons. 
This, with a pudding, makes the dinner, 
and is altogether different from the modern 
dish called soup, where it it strained, and 
tho vegetables are not brought to the table. 
A good soup is made from the bones of 
roasted beef, and also from tho carcaso and 
bones of roasted turkey, or roasted chicken, 
which have not been picked at tho table. 
The process is the same as given above for 
the second day, But I forgot to say that 
fifteen minutes before you dish up the soup, 
you are to add the noodles, and boil al 
together. Be sure to keep a good supply 
of liquor by adding hot water as its boils 
away. ‘The meat should also be returned 
to the soup an hour before if is finished.
